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Business booms for Bridport firm 


• NEW CONTRACTS MEAN COMPANY NEEDS TO TAKE ON MORE WORKERS 


A BRIDPORT business is soaring to success 
with trade doing better than ever, but they need 
more workers to help them. 

Bridec, manufacturers of melamine-faced boards 
based in West Bay, have recently won five new con¬ 
tracts, amounting to £4.8million, to construct student 
accommodation for universities across the UK. 

Bridec was set up in 1978. Around 20 years ago 
they started selling furniture under the name of Wes¬ 
sex Furniture and went on to do furniture for nursing 
homes. 

Now they are also doing student accommodation 
furniture, which has seen business boom. 

The company’s contracts include 500 rooms, 
kitchens and studios for the University of West of 
England in Bristol, 355 studios in Cardiff, 510 bed¬ 
rooms and kitchens in Birmingham, 520 bedrooms, 
kitchens and studios in Plymouth - which when com¬ 
pleted will be the city’s tallest building - and 360 bed¬ 
rooms, kitchens and studios in Kingston upon 
Thames. 

Andy Fowkes, a spokesperson for Bridec, said: “For 
a company of our size it is phenomenal. 

“We need labour to make it, we need people to as¬ 
semble it, we will train them. 

“That is the success that we have won in the last 
three months and we have enough work to take us all 
the way through 2017 and we are looking at orders 
now for 2018. 

“The environment is good, it’s a modern factory

with modern facilities, its not archaic, not a dirty job 
and they have the potential to prove themselves and 
gain promotion. 

“We have business, we have got security of job, 
which is a nice feeling to have, especially in manu¬ 
facturing. 

“We have been doing it for many years but we 
haven’t been as successful as this. We have a problem, 


it’s a nice problem as we just don’t have the people 
to make it. It just grows and grows and grows.” 

Bridec have just completed the refurbishment of a 
Holiday Inn in Wolverhampton but have also had to 
turn down jobs for Liverpool University and 600 
rooms for Plymouth University as they already have 
so much to do. 

Bridec currently employs 35 people on the factory 
floor and are looking for six more workers to join their 
team as furniture assemblers. To find out more and to 
apply visit our job vacancies on page 37.

• THE property market is very volatile at the mo¬ 
ment, with a great amount of uncertainty after the 
EU referendum. Is there any evidence of this lo¬ 
cally and how do you think it will pan out in the 
future? 

There is often a lull in the property market where we 
see political changes. This change is of mammoth 
proportions but I am encouraged by the level of en¬ 
quiries and business following the referendum, it 
shows a determination by people not to bow down 
to the scaremongering. 

• WHAT do you think will give you the edge when 
potential sellers are looking for an estate agent to 
handle their property? 

Bags of experience, realistic fees and an ultra-per¬ 
sonable service. The whole package. I really do 
care. 

• WHY did you choose Axminster to base your 
business. 

It's an intriguing market; strong yet the prices are 
still reasonable. I have never understood this as it is 
such a conveniently located and quaint little market 
town with ever expanding industry... I feel Axmin¬ 
ster and the market there can only grow. 

I also have strong connections with the town hav¬ 
ing been involved in theatre there for nearly 20 
years. It's close to my heart. 

• YOU are a young mother and you have to 
spend a great deal of time in intense rehearsals for 
the leading roles for you play on the local stage. 
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How do you balance these with running a busi¬ 
ness again? 

I think temporarily the limelight will need to take a 
back seat. My priority is the business and, of course, 
my children but I work every hour to achieve great 
results in seemingly short periods of time. I am con¬ 
fident. 

• YOU come from a talented stage family with 
your cousin Luke having appeared on the West 
End stage. How old were you when your first ap¬ 
peared in a show? 

I was about five - I had a walk on part in a Lyme 
Panto. 

• YOUR portrayal of Evita at Lyme Regis two years 
ago was considered to be one of the most profes¬ 
sional seen on the local stage. If you could choose 
another favourite role to play, what would it be? 

I am incapable of having a favourite in anything so 
I always have a top five: Evita (done), Magnolia 
(Showboat - which I have also done), Nancy (Oliver), 
The Narrator (Joseph AHATCD) and Shelby (Steele 
Magnolias-the play). 

• IF you had to name the two great inspirations 
in your life, who would they be? 

It's a cliche but my children for sure. Oli has complex 
disabilities and has faced some pretty tough stuff. 
Madi is a feisty little character, beautiful, bright and 
deals with her brother's disabilities better than most 
adults would - better than I do, in fact. 

• IF you could invite three characters from history 
to share your dinner table, who would they be? 

Eva Peron (respect), Karen Carpenter (such talent - 
so tragic) and JFK (huge fascination). I wish I could 
chose my top five - aaggghhh! 

• IF you had to pass on one piece of advice to 
your children, what would it be? 

Be yourself confidently and passionately and never 
allow yourself to be anything else, no matter what 
the pressures.

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Recycling banks 
to be removed 


RECYCLING banks 
across Bridport and 
Beaminster are to be re¬ 
moved from the end of 
the month. 

Dorset Waste Partner¬ 
ship (DWP) is prepar¬ 
ing to rationalise bring 
bank sites by removing 
recycling banks for 
glass, plastic bottles, 
cans, paper and card¬ 
board. 

They report that a 77 
per cent decline in their 
use since 2011 means 
that these banks have 
become increasingly 
expensive to maintain 
and largely redundant 
since the Recycle for

Dorset kerbside service 
was rolled out. 

DWP joint committee 
members have agreed to 
remove banks from the 
21 sites around the 
county that still have 
them in place, including 
Co-op car park and Mor¬ 
risons car park in Brid¬ 
port and Yarn Barton car 
park in Beaminster. By 
removing these, DWP is 
set to save £90,000 a 
year. 

DWP will continue to 


provide banks at existing 
locations, subject to 
landowners’ agreement, 
for foil, cartons, textiles 
and small waste electri¬ 
cal and electronic equip¬ 
ment as they can’t 
currently be recycled 
using the kerbside serv¬ 
ice. 

Banks will begin to be 
removed from July 25th 
with a deadline for com¬ 
pletion on August 28th. 

Residents can continue 
to recycle glass, plastic 


'Stay and play ' 
group is saved 


A PARENT and child group at risk 
of closure has been saved, thanks 
to St Mary's Primary School, writes 
Lottie Welch. 

'Stay and Play', sessions for par¬ 
ents with children from newborn 
to five-years-old to play in a safe 
environment, is having its funding 
cut by Dorset County Council and 
was likely to close. 

But Helen Farmer, headteacher 
at St Mary's Primary School, has 
announced that they will take it 
over and continue to run the Mon¬ 
day morning group. 

She said:"We used to run 'Get Set 
St Mary's' on a Thursday for an 
hour in the Children's Centre, and 
when we knew there were gaps 
and people needing places to go 
we thought we would do some¬ 
thing, but there wasn't the room 
and the times in the children's cen¬ 
tre that didn't conflict with other 
groups. 

"We found an hour wasn't 
enough and when we heard ru¬ 
mours that Stay and Play were 
stopping... we started to think 
that would be better for us be¬ 
cause we could offer a quality 
service for a more extended pe¬ 
riod of time." 

"There are things like accident 
books, health and safety, all of 
those sort of things we have got to 
resolve, making sure the gover¬ 
nors are happy for us to do it, be¬ 
cause it's of cost to the school, it's 
releasing a member of staff to run. 

"Also recognising that in this 
area with families they need these 
sort of groups, as evidenced by 
the petition, it's something that 
they really welcome and want to 
take place." 

Get Set is no longer running and 
the school will take over Stay and 
Play in September, which will be 
run similarly to Get Set. It will be a 
place for families to drop in, but 
also have the opportunity to take 
part in events. 


Stay and Play will also keep St 
Mary's link with the children's cen¬ 
tre, working together to support 
local families. 

Mrs Farmer added: "If parents 
have needs or anything we can 
refer them to the children's centre, 
so it's a really good link between 
the school and the community 
and the children's centre, not one 
that we wanted to break. 

"We just thought this was an 
ideal opportunity to extend our 
service, which was only an hour to 
two-hour slot, and still provide the 
facilities for families in the Brid¬ 
port area. 

"It is the right thing to do and 
they are next door to us. 

"The links are already there, the 
room is there and the equipment 
is there. 

"The children's centre has been 
absolutely fabulous, they have 
been supportive and it helps both 
of us, so I am very grateful to the 
children's centre for allowing us to 
do it 

"It is going to be run by Deb An¬ 
drews, who is a qualified early 
years teacher, she has run 
preschools and reception classes. 

"The children's centre is closed 
for training for the first couple of 
weeks of September so once the 
children centre reopens, we will 
have our first Monday session. 
Then we will do 10 weeks every 
term, we can't do summer holi¬ 
days. 

"It is in our best interests in Brid¬ 
port to look after our young fami¬ 
lies." 

'Saturdads', another parent and 
child group at the children's cen¬ 
tre, is also having its funding cut 
but the school is unable to take on 
those sessions. 

Mrs Farmer said: "We can't do 
Saturdads, unfortunately, which I 
think is a huge shame because 
they can't run Saturdads without 
someone being there."

“We can also prevent 
potential fly-tipping and 
misuse by commercial 
traders, and overall save 
money for our partner 
councils. 

“Any residents who 
currently use these bring 
banks can maximise use 
of their kerbside Recycle 
for Dorset service, take 
their items to a house¬ 
hold recycling centre, or 
contact the DWP to dis¬ 
cuss additional capacity 
and ways to manage 
their excess waste.”

Appeal to MP 
over parking 
near school 

RESIDENTS near Bridport Primary School have en¬ 
listed the help of west Dorset MP Oliver Letwin to 
help with parking problems in the area in adjoining 
residential roads, writes Lottie Welch. 

They invited Mr Letwin to observe parents dropping 
their children off at the school one morning in order 
for him to see the problems first hand and to see if 
anything could be done. 

Resident Paul Hicken said: “The problem is all the 
congestion with the traffic here at drop off time, es¬ 
pecially when it is raining as it is too far to walk from 
the Co-op and get wet. 

“It is parking around here, the congestion gets really 
bad, and some are double parked. 

“Hopefully he [Mr Letwin] is going to get on the 
ball, not just for this school but all schools in Dorset. 
He does act on what you say so watch this space. 

“Sometimes I am here and I can’t get off my drive, 
I get abuse and I have been punched by a parent.” 

Oliver Letwin observed the activity around the 
school. 

He said: “I was approached by residents here so I 
thought the best thing was to come and see it for my¬ 
self before talking to the school and county council 
about whether there is something we can do to relieve 
the problem. 

“Obviously people do need to be able to drop their 
children at school, but people also need to be able to 
live around it conveniently and there is no substitute 
for seeing the thing first hand.” 

Residents said that yellow lines on St Katherine’s 
Avenue make no difference to people parking on them. 

One resident, who didn’t want to be named, said: 
“We do see some awfully dangerous things with the 
children, I know the mums are probably dashing be¬ 
tween home, but one little one is getting out, running 
round while they are at the back of the car getting an¬ 
other one out. You see some very scary things. 

“They are not here for very long, its morning and 
evening but quite frankly as a resident that time you 
don’t want to be in your car anyway. 

“They have got this thing with the Co-op they can 
park there, they have a lollipop lady. 

“We have all had children to get to school, I know 
what it is like getting on to work but it is dangerous.”

Popular Mrs Barnes to step 
down from St Swithin's Stores 


THE much-loved and ever-popu- 
lar owner of St Swithin’s Stores in 
North Allington has decided to 
take a step back after 30 years and 
is looking for someone to take 
over the community shop. 

Terry Barnes, 85, has become a 
well-known character in Bridport 
from her years at the shop, mak¬ 
ing many loyal customers and 
friends. 

But she wants to retain the shop 
in the town and is looking for 
someone to lease it. 

Her daughter Jan Hussey said: 
“The time has come where mum 
is thinking of stepping down. She 
is beginning to think ‘ok perhaps 
it is time to finish’. 

“Mum always says life is like a 
book and you have chapters and 
every now and again you have to 
turn the page, sometimes it is very 
difficult to do it, depending on 
what has happened to close the 
other chapter, but it is almost like 
a new chapter for her. 

“The majority of customers who 
have heard she is going to give it 
up say ‘good for you Mrs Barnes, 
you have got some time to your¬ 
self’, which is great, there has 
been one or two that have said: 
‘what am I going to do?’ 

“She is very well respected and 
very well loved but as a family we 
hold her in very high esteem, but 
one thing with the shop is she has 
seen children come in as babes in 
arms and as they have grown up, 
mum has been very similar with 
them in some ways she was with 
us, in the fact that you didn’t get 
anything unless you said please. 

“Those children have grown up 
and they have come in with their 
children and you get the same 
thing going on with the parents 
coming in and saying ‘thank you 
so much Mrs Barnes’ for making 
them remember their manners. I 
think that is lovely that she has 
that respect. 

“I have been so humbled at 
times if I have been up the town 
with mum and teenagers, who 
quite often get a bad press, and its

‘hello Mrs Barnes, what are you 
doing up the town?’. 

“It is lovely when you are with 
her, she is not one who goes up 
the town a lot but when she does 
it is amazing how many people 
say hello.” 

Mrs Barnes holds many great 
memories of her time at the shop 
and some bad, such as when 
someone came in and challenged 
her for cigarettes, pushing her to 
the floor, but it hasn’t tainted all 
the good times she has had. 

Mrs Barnes said: “I have had a 
wonderful time in there, marvel¬ 
lous, best time of my life. 

“I have made so many friends. 
People who come down on holi¬ 
day come here and see us and 
some of them come back and live 
in North Allington. 

“There are so many great mem¬ 
ories. One in particular, there 
was a lady who used to come in 
the shop sometimes and she had 
a bicycle and she used to cycle 
down the road and say ‘hello 
Barnesy!’. 


“We have got the Allington 
Hillbillies and they come in here 
and the mayor living opposite, 
she comes every day. June has 
been with me since I took it over 
and she has been a wonderful, 
marvellous person. 

“We have several people who 
are such characters that they 
come in and I say to them ‘you 
ought to be on the stage’. 

“The customers are so loyal, we 
roughly know what time they are 
coming in and we get their stuff 
ready for them. It is wonderful, 
absolutely wonderful.” 

Mrs Barnes’ daughter Michel 
Carrivick said it was now an op¬ 
portunity for them to spend more 
time with their mum. 

She said: “Mum has been run¬ 
ning the shop, the family has 
supported mum as much as we 
possibly can but we would now 
like to enjoy her and have our 
mum back. 

“The customers are very loyal 
to mum and mum is very loyal to 
her customers and that is why she 
doesn’t want to see the business 
closed.”

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The power of neighbourhood plans 


■ YOU might have read odds and ends about 
“Neighbourhood Plans” recently. Up until recently 
there have only been “Local Plans” which can be any¬ 
thing but local - ours covers all of West Dorset - but 
these new Neighbourhood Plans give people in indi¬ 
vidual towns, villages, or even parishes a say in how 
their immediate area develops. 

Recently some people have expressed worry over 
whether Neighbourhood Plans might turn out to be 
toothless to oppose pressure from developers. I, like 
dozens of others, am devoting big slices of my spare 
time to help develop the Neighbourhood Plan for the 
Bridport Area and didn’t like the thought I might be 
wasting my time so I wrote to our MP Oliver Letwin, 
who happens to be one of the architects of the Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan scheme. This is what Mr Letwin replied: 

I think the basic answer is that you can relax. Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plans cannot be overridden by developers... 
I don’t see any prospect whatsoever of any govern¬ 
ment in the foreseeable future wishing to override 
Neighbourhood Plans or to allow Neighbourhood 
Plans to be overridden.

Anti-union bias 

■ RE: "Teachers' action hits Dorset schools" in your 
edition of July 6th, I was appalled at your biased re¬ 
porting. 

You quoted Margaret Morrissey extensively, not a 
teacher or NUT member, who voiced her anti-union 
views without the Union itself being approached for 
its explanation of the strike action. 

As an active member of a fellow teaching union 
(UCU) for many years I can tell you that strike action is 
always a last resort, after hours of talks have failed, 
and never a case of "if you can't have what you want 
all the time, walkout'" 

Frankly, this shows a woeful ignorance of what 
unions are all about.

A FORMER Bridport resident has 
completed a marathon task to raise 
money for children with special 
needs. 

Rachel Goodfellow took on the 
challenge of running 26 
marathons over 26 days through 
the South West to raise funds for 
four opportunity groups - which 
provide specialist preschool edu¬ 
cation to children with additional 
needs - in Yeovil, Taunton, Dorch¬ 
ester and Blandford, as well as the 
Hidden Needs Trust. 

Hidden Needs Trust was 
founded by Rachel in September 
2014, not just to raise funds for 
children with special educational 
needs (SEN) but also to raise 
awareness for the needs of chil¬ 


dren with SEN and their families. 

Rachel completed one of her 
marathons in the Bridport area on 
June 30th, going through Power- 
stock, Symondsbury and Way- 
town and was joined by her son 
George for most of the run. 

She said: “The run started off for 
the first 14 miles as a really tough 
run, taking in Eggardon Hill and 
its valleys in between - what 
beautiful views though and so well 
worth the climbs. 

“Powerstock, and the Three 
Horseshoes Inn, huge thanks for 
the wonderful refreshments and 
the hospitality. I remember going 
here on many occasions as a 
teenager having walked the hills 
from Bridport so memory lane for 


me and lovely to introduce the 
HNT team to my younger life. 

“Off I then ran alone. An easier 
run now with less hills, another 
eight miles and I reached Way- 
town where the very kind landlord 
of the Hare and Hounds saved the 
day by producing drinks and a do¬ 
nation. 

“On the final five plus miles and 
into Symondsbury estate where 
we stumbles across the amazing 
tea rooms/shop and more. A won¬ 
derful find at the end of a hard day. 

“I have to say I was absolutely 
shattered, every once of me had 
gone into shut down and I knew 
that back in Bridport I would need 
to rest my knee and try to sleep on 
the way home.” 

Rachel finished this 
mammoth task on July 
5th and ran over 680 
miles, averaging at 26.4 
miles a day, just over the 
length of a marathon. 

She said on her blog: “I 
cannot believe that nearly 
a month has gone by 
since I started on the run 
- time has gone so 
quickly and yet some of 
the days have seemed so 
long and hard. 

“I do so appreciate all the 
support, the whole cam¬ 
paign has been a huge suc¬ 
cess as so many schools 
have been proactive.”

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Warning over overgrown bridleways 
after horse collapses and rider hurt 


A LOCAL horse rider is sending out a warning of 
overgrown bridleways after an incident caused 
her horse to collapse and another rider to go to 
hospital. 

Charlotte Hewlett, along with a friend of hers, 
were riding along a bridleway past Horse Hill 
Farm in Stoke Abbott which turned out to be 
very over grown the further they went down. 

They were unable to turn around and the two 
big horses were being stung by stinging nettles, 
which later caused Charlotte's horse to collapse. 

She said: "With the two horses panicking as we 
were fighting to get through the bridle path, we 
decided to get off and help them try to break 
through the overgrowth. The horses panicked 
even more and trampled over us as they were 
trying to run away from the stings. 

"We got out of the track and my horse col¬ 
lapsed several times falling over in the track. She 
then collapsed in a gate way and was giving up. 

"With the quick response from my vet he man¬ 
aged to assess the situation. She was pumped 
full of drugs and morphine to try and get her to 
respond but it wasn't looking good. She was flat 
on her side for an hour before the drugs started 
working. 

"I want people to be aware of this as we get 
moaned at for being on the roads but we can't 
access the bridleways as they are just so over 
grown and problems and outcomes occur like 
this. 

"My friend ended up in A&E after being tram¬ 
pled, so she will never forget this experience ever 
again. 

"If bridle paths were kept short and maintained 
we wouldn't have to use the roads as we get the 
odd person driving who clearly has no respect 
for other road users, and driving in a way that

scares the horses. 

"All riders try and respect all traffic and get out 
of the way as best we can but in some situations 
we have to wait until the road widens." 

A spokesperson for Dorset County Council said: 
"The bridleway in question is a sunken lane - 
probably an old drovers road, known as Beech 
Lane. Because of this, the area very rarely dries 
out and has fertile mud run off the adjacent 
fields into the lane. These factors combined with 
the wet but warm weather we have had recently 
has resulted in the accelerated growth of the 
stinging nettles. 

"This route is on our annual cutting list. Unfor¬ 
tunately, at the time of the incident, we hadn't 
got to this bridleway. As soon as we heard about 
the incident, we went out and cut the route."

The Long family who own The Clock in Chideock 
will re-open its doors to the public 466 days after it 
was destroyed by a fire on Easter Monday in April last 
year. 

Mike Long and his family have moved back into 
their home and are looking forward to welcoming 
both old and new customers to celebrate the popular 
thatched pub being back up and running. 

They have organised a weekend of celebrations to 
mark the occasion after they officially cut the ribbon 
on Friday (July 15th) at 5pm. They will be there from 
around 3pm if anyone would like to go earlier. 

Free buffets will be supplied on Friday evening, Sat¬ 
urday lunchtime and evening and Sunday lunchtime 
and evening with live music from local band the Pick¬ 
wicks on Friday and John De Barra on Saturday from 
9pm. On Sunday there will also be a quiz at 7pm and 
possible live music. 

The Clock will not be offering their full menu until 
Monday, July 18th from 12noon. 

Throughout the weekend, beer prices will be the 
same as when they initially took over the pub in 2002, 
to replicate the initial launch. 

Mike said: “The support has been unbelievable, 
there is not really any words I can say - the support 


we have had financially, clothing, just words, is be¬ 
yond words and we will be eternally grateful.” 

It has taken just over a year for the family to get their 
beloved home back and the community their much¬ 
loved pub, but Mike admits there were times that he 
didn’t think it was possible. 

He said: “We had the ‘there is no way we are ever 
going to come back from this’, - for about a month or 
six weeks - where you look around and think it is not 
going to be rebuilt, then we had the joy of the insur¬ 
ance. 

“Once the builders started to come out and do quotes 
and all of them said between 28 weeks and 32 weeks 
to rebuild. I can’t get my head around that, it doesn’t 
make sense, you look at it and think 32 years not 32 
weeks, that was what it was like. 

“We started to have a bit of faith in what people were 
saying and sure enough we are on week 33. 

“With the hiccups we have had along the way I think 
it is tremendous, I cannot get my head around where 
we are today, what we have and how it looks. 

“We moved into the house last Friday (July 1st) and 
that was surreal to be back. We have walked around 
and lights switches and stuff are in different places, 
and you are going for stuff that isn’t there, a light 
switch or a door opens a different way and its really 
mad. And where we have coat hooks, things that 
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Obriens are delighted to have completed the renovation of The Clock.

but your coat is not where you grab it from, so that is quite strange 
trying to get used to. 

“One side, which we hoped wouldn’t happen but it did, is where we 
go looking for things that we lost.

“We do have room for a couple more darts teams, I hope to have a 
team in the Lyme Regis league as well as a team in the Beaminster 
league. 

“Friday nights I am full up, I have four teams in the Bridport league. 
Overall I think we are up to 31 teams this season, table skittles, alley 
skittles and darts. 

“If there are any new teams wishing to play Beaminster darts on a 
Wednesday, Lyme Regis darts on a Thursday, or table skittles on a 
Monday, we have spaces for any teams looking for a venue.”

THE EIRE 


The Clock burnt down in May last year as a result of a chimney fire, destroying 
the families home and belongings. 

The community immediately came together to show their support for the Long 
family, setting up the Save Our Clockhouse Campaign (SOCC) raising money, 
collecting clothing and any other things they may need. 

But then Mike and his family were hit with issues with their insurance policy, 
leaving them to find a shortfall of over £200,000. 

The pub was estimated to cost £521,000 to rebuild, they had cover for £554,869 
but in the insurers opinion it should have been insured for £1,339,000 and they 
were only 38 per cent insured and would only receive 38 per cent of the cover, 
which worked out at £210,000, a shortfall of £311,000. 

After a long battle with the insurers they received a sum in the region of 
£300,000. 

But the family have managed to rebuild their home and the community hub 
with the help and support of the community. 

Mike said: “I can’t wait for Friday, to walk behind that bar and say ‘what are 
you having?’ 

“Everyone has helped us get our home back and now I have to give them their 
pub back.”

Arthur Woodgate, BYPAT chair, said: 
“One of them had taken a young sister to 
a play area close by and had been eye- 
balled out of it, although her sister could 
stay. They didn’t like that very much, 
they wanted their own play area. 

“Three years later they got it, except 
when they got it they decided they would 
rather share, they didn’t want to exclude 
anybody, they thought it should be for 
everybody. 

‘The problem with that was that it said 
everybody, but it wasn’t for everybody 


because if you have a disability, and there 
are lots of different disabilities, that play 
area looks very attractive but there is not 
much you can do in it. 

“That area opened in 2010, six years 
later here we are and what we have been 
able to do, I hope, is an area that can be 
used by everybody. 

“We hope we have managed to achieve 
our aim, time will tell and we will be con¬ 
sistently monitoring the usage of the play 
area to find out if it is actually working 
out ok, if it is not we will do something 
about it.” 

Paralympian Paul Blake was invited to 
open the play area which he called a “fan¬ 
tastic facility”. 

He said: “Not only do I get the morning 
off training but I get to come down and 
meet all of you fantastic public.

Winners take the double! 



THE STAGE was set, the lighting rig fired up and 
in the quiet little Dorset village of Thorncombe, 
something magical was about to happen! One 
by one, ten local bands from three counties 
(Somerset, Devon and Dorset) took to the stage 
to entertain the crowds at the annual beer and 
cider festival at the Sports & Social Club. After a 
highly charged night of amazingly good music, 
the judges deliberated before choosing four to 
go to Saturdays final showdown. There was a lot 
at stake as not only would the winners get a full 
day in the recording studio with professional 
record producer Phil Nicholas (who has worked 
with such legends as Def Leppard, Billy Ocean and 
Brian Adams) but there were also awards for Best cover, 
best original song and best under 21 's band. 

Senior judge musician and record producer Phil 
Nicholas commented "If I'm being honest, I came here 
expecting good but average local talent. To say I was 
surprised is an understatement! The whole judging 
team and I have been simply blown away by the depth 
and strength of local musicianship. There was not a sin¬ 
gle band that did not deserve to go to the final which 
made our choice really tough!"

church, "Thomas Standfield"at his own cottage and 


the six labourers, later martyrs, organised at the 
iconic sycamore tree - where the student cast of 21 
gathered, hands held around the tree to pledge the 
oath, "We raise the watchword liberty, We will, We 
will, We will be free". 

"The cast then moved on to Dorchester Court 
where they visited the cold, unforgiving, holding cells. 
They rehearsed, in situ, the court scene where the six 
labourers were sentenced to transportation for seven 
years to Australia on a trumped up charge of sedition 
for "swearing an oath." 

Graham Padden, playwright of "The Wrong End of 
the World"allowed the students to perform his ver¬ 
sion of the play - first performed at Salisbury Play¬ 
house, and visited rehearsals over two days to offer 
support and advice. 

Helen, with the support of school's performing arts 
team, was pleased to be able to support the students 
to develop their understanding of this important 
piece of social history. 

The production was 
supported by unions 
and organisations across 
the region including 
UNISON, UNITE,Thomp¬ 
son's solicitors, FBU, EQ¬ 
UITY, South West TUC, 
NASUWT and the NUT. 
The union loaned the 
production banners and 
members attended the 
initial production, they 
are now looking forward 
to seeing the students at 
the Tolpuddle Martyrs 
Festival. 

Helen summed up by 
saying; "This has been 
much more than a 
school play. The learn¬ 
ing experience of tak¬ 
ing on such a 
challenging piece, un¬ 
derstanding the Trade 
Union movement and 
the role of modern day 
trade unions - helped

To enable this level of autonomous all-terrain ca¬ 
pability, Jaguar Land Rover's researchers are devel¬ 
oping next-generation sensing technologies that 
will be the eyes of the future autonomous car. Be¬ 
cause the sensors are always active and can see 
better than the driver, this advanced sensing will 
ultimately give a vehicle the high levels of artificial 
intelligence required for the car to think for itself 
and plan the route it should take, on any surface. 

SURFACE IDENTIFICATION AND 3D PATH SENS¬ 
ING research combines camera, ultrasonic, radar 
and LIDAR sensors to give the car a 360 degree 
view of the world around it, with sensors so ad¬ 
vanced that the car could determine surface char¬ 
acteristics, down to the width of a tyre, even in rain 
and falling snow, to plan its route. 

Tony Harper said: "The key enabler for au¬ 
tonomous driving on any terrain is to give the car 
the ability to sense and predict the 3D path it is 
going to drive through. This means being able to 
scan and analyse both the surface to be driven on, 
as well as any hazards above and to the sides of the 
path ahead. This might include car park barriers, 
tree roots and boulders or overhanging branches, 
as well as the materials and topography to be 
driven on." 

Ultrasonic sensors can identify surface conditions 
by scanning up to five metres ahead of the car, so 
Terrain Response settings could be automatically 
changed before the car drives from tarmac to snow, 


or from grass to sand. This will optimise all-terrain 
performance, without loss of momentum or con¬ 
trol. 

To complete the 3D path, branches overhanging 
a track, or a car park overhead barrier would also 
need to be identified to determine if the route 
ahead is clear. Overhead Clearance Assist uses 
stereo camera technology to scan ahead for over¬ 
head obstructions.The driver programmes the sys¬ 
tem with the vehicle's height, which can include 
roof boxes or bicycles, and the car will warn the 
driver with a simple message in the infotainment 
touchscreen if there is insufficient clearance. 

Sensors could also be used to scan the roughness 
of the road or track ahead and adjust vehicle speed. 
TERRAIN-BASED SPEED ADAPTION (TBSA) uses 
cameras to sense bumpy terrain including uneven 
and undulating surfaces and washboard roads, 
potholes and even standing water. It is then intelli¬ 
gent enough to predict the potential impact of 
these surfaces on the car's ride and automatically 
adjust speed to keep passengers comfortable. 

Another key element of successful all-terrain au¬ 
tonomous driving is the ability for vehicles to com¬ 
municate with each other, especially if they are out 
of sight around a bend or on the other side of an 
off-road obstacle. 

In a world-first off-road demonstration, Jaguar 
Land Rover has connected two Range Rover Sports 
togetherusing innovative DSRC (Dedicated Short 
Range Communications) technology to create an 
Off-Road Connected Convoy.This wireless vehicle- 


to-vehicle (V2V) communications system shares in¬ 
formation including vehicle location, wheel-slip, 
changes to suspension height and wheel articula¬ 
tion, as well as All-Terrain Progress Control (ATPC) 
and Terrain Response settings instantly between 
the two vehicles. 

Tony Harper said:"This V2V communications sys¬ 
tem can seamlessly link a convoy of vehicles in any 
off-road environment. If a vehicle has stopped, 
other vehicles in the convoy will be alerted - if the 


wheels of drop into a hole, or perhaps slip on a diffi¬ 
cult boulder, this information is transmitted to all 
of the other vehicles. In the future, a convoy of au¬ 
tonomous vehicles would use this information to 
automatically adjust their settings or even change 
their route to help them tackle the obstacle. 

"Or for the ultimate safari experience, cars follow¬ 
ing in convoy would be told by the lead car where 
to slow down and stop for their passengers to take 
the best photographs."
